It is this that has given to the true 
works of genius, universal reception and immor- 
tal fame. And here, too, is indicated the rock 
on which thousands have split. Many men have 
a powerful imagination, but they have not the 
‘patient thought,’ the good sense requisite to 
control it. ‘They have not learnt, in * the very 
torrent, tempest, and whirlwind of passion, to 
acquire and beget the temperance, that may give 
it smoothness.. We wish that we could see an 
analysis of genius on these principles; that we 
could see unfolded all the previous thought, the 
patient study, the thorough reflection, the fine 
discrimination, that are necessary to produce 
even a page of really fine writing. It would be 
a useful lesson. It would teach our aspiring 
youth, that they never can succeed without la- 
bour ; that it never will do to trust to irregular, 
hasty efforts ; that they might as well expect lit- 
erally to command the lightnings of the tempest 
without philosophy, as without philosophy to 
wield the lightnings of eloquence. They ought 
not to have this power without labouring for it, 
without waiting patiently at the shrine of that 
divinity,—the industry which alone can give it.

There were indications of rain from some heavy 
clonds in the south west, urged towards the town by 
a moderate breeze. But no rain had fallen from the 
foremost cloud, the atmosphere was perfectly dry, 
and the sun to the northward and eastward of the 
clouds was shining in his fulistrength. At this mo- 
ment a tremendous clep of thunder shook the east- 
ern partofthe town. The elt of lightning shot 
from the foremost edge of the cloud, and passing 
through a trajectory of at least one thousand feet. 
‘struck the chimney of the brick store at the head of 
India wharf, and demolished it down tothe roof.— 
The fluid then took to the plate of the building, and 
following it to the front. burst out the bricks of the 
upper corner. Lt diviled at this point, part going 
down through the brick work, opening a prssage by 
separating the mason work, breaking the windows, 
and cracking the window stools. Tie other portion 
of the fluid passed on to the plate in front of the huil- 
ding, tothe opposite front corner, and there burst 
mt with the sare foree as it did on the first corner, 
part dissipating itself inthe arr, and part taking a 
downward course through the bricks, with the same 
effects.
